In fact, repeated and frank assurances have 
been given the United States by both govern- 
ments that they have no intention of remain- 
ing in Venezuela any longer than is neces- 
sary to collect their claims and that there 
will be no attempt on the part of either of 
those governments to possess themselves of 
any territory on the American continent. If 
they had any such intention the United 
States government would not listen to such 
a proposition for one moment, as it would 
be a distinct violation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, which the government has committed 
itself to uphold at all hazards. | 5 


Neither Has Free Hand. 
Neither Germany nor Great Britain will 
have a free hand in Venezuela as that 
term is understood to apply in Asiatic coun- 
tries. Great Britain and Germany have 
explained to, the United States government 
that the debts are lawfully due their sub- 
jects, but that the Venezuelan government 
has persistently declined to acknowledge 
the indebtedness, and could not be induced 
to pay or make any promises to redeem them 
‘in the future. 

The attitude of the Castro government has 
made it difficult for the United States to 
help. the hot headed little republic out of 
its dilemma.

7 Time Limit Not Set. 

The straightforward statement made by 
Great Britain and Germany that they in- 
tended only to collect the claims of their 
subjects has been entirely satisfactory to 
the United States, and it has been perfectly 
willing that the European nations should 
make the attempt, but it has not consented to 
any proposition of reprisal contemplating 
the subjection of the country and holding of 
any ports for an indefinite period, 

Further than agreeing to the establishment 
of a blockade and the taking possession of 
one or two custom houses the United States 
has not assented to the operations in Vene- 
zuela. It reserves the right to call the at- 
tention of the two governments to the fact 
that they are remaining too long on Ameri- 
can soil if the Venezuelan muddle is not 
straightened out within a reasonable time 
and there is a disposition on the part of Great 
Britain and Germany to remain on this con- 
tinént indefinitely. The action of President 
Castro in ordering the release of British and 
Gérman subjects has simplified.the situation 
to a great extent, and his course in this re- 
spect is extremely gratifying to President 
Roosevelt. 

| Sinking of the dunboats.

We shall watch the situation closely, but 
I do not anticipate that it will be necessary 
for us to interfere, unless actual hositilities 
should be engaged in and there should be a 
violation of the rules of civilized warfare. If 
such violation occurs we would in all prob- 
ability call the attention of the offending 
nation to such action.” 


Views of Senator Lodge. 

Senator Lodge also had a conference with 
the president in regard to the situation, and 
in speaking of the right of the e 
to interfere said: 

The attitude of the United States in ref- 
erence to the question is made perfectly 
plain by President Roosevelt in his message. 
Under the Monroe doctrine this government 
is permitted to intervene only to the extent 
of preventing acquisition of territory. The 
United States may keep a watchful eye on 
the course pursued by these forejgn powers 
and see that there is no overstepping of the 
provisions named.

Germany Respects Monroe Doctrine. 

Exactly one year ago the German ambas- 
sador at Washington left with Secretary 
Hay a memorandum setting forth the dif- 
ferences between his government and Vene- 
zuela, and explained what Germany pro- 
posed to do. In that memorandum the age 
lowing was contained: 

We declare especially that under no Mts 
cumstances do we consider in our proceed- 
ings the acquisition or the permanent occu- 
pation of Venezuelan territory. If the Ven- 
ezuelan government should force us to the 
application of measures of coercion, we 
should have to consider furthermore if at 
this occasion we should ask likewise for a 
greater security for the fulfillment of the 
claims of the company of discount of Ber- 
lin.

shipping trusts I have heard a great many 
members of congress express opposition to 
the payment of subsidies. We can build up 
the merchant marine in another way. This 
can be done by authorizing discriminating 
tariff duties on goods brought into this coun- 
try in ships built in American yards, This 
appears to me to be thesimplest way to solve 
the problem. It would not necessitate the 
payment of any money out of the treasury, 
but by simply remitting a part of the duties 
on goods brought in American ships we 
would accomplish the desired result. 

A law of this character could be ad- 
ministered with little danger of the govern- 
ment being taken advantage of. This seems 
to be the most reasonable plan to adopt, and 
by the time congress is ready to act on the } 
ship subsidy proposition I believe there will 
be much sentiment in favor of it.

THE READING MAGDALENE. 
[POMPEO GIROLAMO BATTONI. 

Battoni's ‘‘The Reading Magdalene,“ a 
photogravure reproduction of which is pre- 
sented with THE TRIBUNE today, is one of the 
finest works of that great artist. It hangsin 
the royal gallery at Dresden, Saxony. It 
has been pronounced one of the most remark- 
able productions in the art world. 

Pompeo Girolamo Battoni (Batoni), cava- 
lere, was born at Lucca in 1708, and died at 
Rome in 1787. He was a_ painter of the 
Roman school, and at Lucca was a pupil of 


bardi; at Rome, where he went when young, 
he studied under Conca, Masucci, and Im- 
periali. It was not long ere he gained a repu- 
tation and divided the honor of being the first 
painter of his time with Raphael Nunzo, His 
conceptions were superior to his powers of 
realization, however, and many of his works 
are mannered and in a measure shallow. He 
painted historical pieces and miniatures, but 
was most noted for his portraits. Among the 
latter were those of Popes Benedict IV., 
Clement XIII., and Pius VI; the Emperors 
Joseph II. and Leopold II., and many other 
famous personages. His works may be found 


in the Quirinal at Rome, the Palazzo Cor- 
sini, Florence; Milan, Dresden, urin,

_ terest as related to the colored men, women, 
youth, and children, who constitute a factor, 
large or small, in the population of every 
community. 

“Tt is foolish for us to blind our eyes to the 
fact that more should be done to improve the 
condition of our negro population; and it 
should be entirely plain to all of us that the 
sooner this is undertaken the sooner will a 
serious duty be discharged, and the more 
securely will we guard ourselves against fu- 
ture trouble and danger. Our colored people 
have been supplied with a measure of public 
school privileges, even though in this they 

have been ata disadvantage compared with 

their white neighbors. 

„We will not fail to estimate at its true 
value what has thus been accomplished; nor 
will we fall to appreciate the importance 
of continued and Incréasing effort in extend- 
ing to this class of our citizens opportunities 
for erdinary school education.

The Goths and Vandals were huge eaters 


and the Anglo-Saxons hardly inferior to 
‘them. Much depends, after all, upon the 
{ndividhal capacity. Dr. Lorenz may not 

be a fair specimen of German alimentative- | 
ness. Perhaps, having a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with the human body than most 
persons, he appreciates the W of 
plain, simple living. 

Still, it cannot be denied that y of our 
feasts. are Gargantuan; that, as à rule, we 
vat too much and too often; and that our 
chief way of expressing our hospitality is in 
lavishly feeding our friends. It is not alone 
the public banquet which we give the dis- 
tinguished guest, which sometimes he 
' wrestles with successfully, as did Prince 
‘Henry, and sometimes unsuccessfully, as 
did the Grand Duke Boris. The private 
banquets go on like the brook, forever.“ 
Society must have its refreshments upon 
every Occasion. Ministers get together to 
discuss theological affairs and straightway 
proceed to eat. Women’s clubs meet to 
listen to a paper upon some important or 
unimportant subject, and tea must be poured 
and salads served. The birthday, the wed- 
fing day, the funeral day, each must have 
its appropriate menu, and the holidays

This is poor economy, and it 
fairly may be questioned whether, in the end, 
us good results can be secured as by the 
strengthening of institutions already in op- 
eration.

to keep a register of his guests. i is ex- 
tremely undesirable, however, that state in- 
spectors should proceed against lodging 
house keepers in such a way as to put them 
to considerable expense in consequence of | 
their violation of laws with regard to which 
they had never been warned. If landladies 
are being haled into justice courts and made 
to pay fees on charges which are not pressed, 
the opinion the public will form will be un- 
favorable to the operations of rye state 
board of health. It is that board which is 
supposed to exercise a supervision of a cer- 
tain kind and in certain particulars over “ all 


itants or more.“ 


It is a matter of common knowledge that 


the state laws with regard to lodging houses 
are being disregarded. It is therefore the 
obvious duty of the state board of health to 
force lodging house keepers to adopt a 
change of policy. Certain statutes, how- 
ever, such as the one which makes it unlaw- 
ful for more than six persons to use the same 
room for sleeping purposes, are violated 
even in the municipal lodging house itself, 


and ought not to be made a means of em- 


barrassing lodging house keepers who are 
otherwise under no suspicion of illegal prac- 
tices.

GIFTS VS. WAGES, 

Mr. Lewis Nixon has designed shi „E.: 
the Oregon. This is his greatest title to con- 
temporary fame. It was not as a designer, 
however, that he addressed the National 
Civic federation. It was as an employer. 
It was as the owner of the Crescent ship- 
yard, Elizabeth, N. J. Not merely an ob- 
server, therefore, but also an actor, he is in 
a position to make remarks which demand 
attention. Here is the principal remark 
which he is reported to have made: 1 
don’t believe in giving the men what they 
may not want. If one wishes to give some- 
thing, a library or what not, figare it out 
and give it to the men in an wages 
and shorter hours.” 

This is a remark which will please em- 
ployés more than employers. Employers 
have many of them begun to feel that they 
ha ve responsibilities with regard to the men 
who ate working for them. This feeling 
of responsibility has borne fruit. What is 
the fruit? Not increased wages and shorter 


hours. Not a distribution of profits. Not. 


a sharing of the duties and benefits of in- 
dustrial enterprises. Nor an admission to a 
larger participation in ownership, It has 
not been these things—at least in most cases. 
In most cases it has been the establishment 
of some kind of organized attempt to het- 
ter the condition of employés through a 
“social” or sociological ” department. 
Hence the social secretary. The social 
secretary is the link between employer and 
employé. Backed by the employer he tries 
to keep himself informed with regard to 
the employé. By means of personal atten- 
tion, medical service, reading rooms, rest- 
rooms, classes, lectures, and the like he tries 
to bring the employé’s life to as high a 
standard as possible. Honestly conceived

aan honestly executed, this idea in the case 
of certain firms has had, and is having, an 
honest trial. Only the man who sits in the 
seat of the scornful and puts the worst 
construction on all human actions, thereby 
publishing his own meanness of heart, will 
assume that in employing social secretaries 
the heads of manufacturing companies have 
been consulting merely their own interests. 
Meanwhile, however, the employé’s view 


of the situation has changed. He is begin- 


ning to think that he would like to take 
the money which is spent on the social de- 
partment and use it for his own purposes. 
Those purposes might be books, beer, cards, 
lectures, dances, theaters, savings accounts, 
furniture, concerts, picnics, whatnot. They 
would be his own. “ The employer,” he 
says, is entitled to his compensation for the 
work he does. I ami entitled to my com- 
pensation for the work Ido. Let him take 


| his compensation and let me take mine. 


With reasonable compensation and with 
reasonable leisure I can order my life in a 
way which will be agreeable to me.” This 
attitude, wise or foolish, is today more prev- 
alent than ever before. Employers =

AMERICAN MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

| By Prof. Charles Zueblin. Macmillan 
| Company. ‘ 
The progress of human society chiefly 
takes the form of making the world a more 
comfortable place for man to live in.“ If 
Charles Zueblin had chosen this quotation 
found in his American Municipal Progress 
(The Macmillan company), for the expression 
of. an ideal toward which American cities 
should struggle. he could not have shown 
greater unity in his treatment of municipal 
facts, theories, and statistics. In one vol- 
ume Prof. Zueblin has knit the data gathered 
from various reliable sources into a harmoni- 
ous whole. Only a student of sociology can 
realize what an amount of careful and dis- 
criminating work the book stands for. It 
represents the research of a student and the 
initiative of practical idealist—if the term 
is allowed. It will be recognized by European 
sociologists as an authoritative résumé of 
the scattered municipal phenomena which 
caught their scholarly attention before the 
average American citizen has known of 
their existence in his own home. Municipal 
sociology is a most important branch of so- 
cial economics, for it ‘investigates the 
means of satisfying commercial wants 
through public activity.” 


Questions relating to transportation, light- 


ing, street paving, public schools, ÜUbraries, 
parks, sanitation, and public control are 
the subjects with which the author concerns 
himself; and he looks to American cities for 
the answers, thereby making a comparative 
study not always to the credit of the cities. 
In fact, he is compelled to say: The spas- 
modic advance of today is due largely to the 
occasional triumph of the imaginative official 
or public spirited citizen over his short 
sighted associates. A comprehensive im- 
provement can be expected only when ideal- 
ism becomes infectious.” 

| Yet in spite of the fact that Zueblin has to 
report a state of affairs far from creditable, 
he is able to show tendencies which are hope- 
ful and movements which promise in time to 
refute the disheartening conclusion of Rus- 
kin that “our cities are built in black air, 
which, by its accumulated foulness, first ren- 
ders all ornament invisible in distance, and 


then chokes its interstices with soot; cities reader with a well gr

bills, who sees poor pavements and insanitary 
school buildings without any comment of dis- 
satisfaction, who does not feel the need of 
public libraries nor fine public architecture, 
who is, indeed, worthy of the situation be- 
cause his desire has not brought him to strug- 
gle or vote for a better. . 

Besides the visible advantages of public 
ownership Prof. Zueblin points out that it 
promotes private initiative by freeing capital 
and energy; and it provides for the coming 
generation and thus fulfills the community’s 
law of life.“ In other words, the book con- 
cludes with them: The progress of human 
society chiefly takes the form of making the 
world a more comfortable place for man to 
live in, and such improvements pass away out 
of the range of valuation; they become bright- 


er, healthier conditions of our life. Much of | 


our parent wealth exists in the form of a 
background of the community’s life; the true 
line of progress is that this background should 
be common property; that the community 
should continually be adding to the free 
gifts of nature.

What the Sierras and the Pacific slope were 
like before the railways, tunnels, and irrigat- 
ing ditches criss crossed their beautiful sur- 
faces, with what wonder and enjoyment the 
surveying party gazed up on the beautiful 


valleys, the majestic mountains, the prisma- 


tic cafion, the cathedral like forests, one can 
judge from this book, written by one who had 
the eye of an artist, the enthusiasm of an ex- 
plorer, and the love of a naturali 
Mountaineering in the Sierra Nevadas 
was published in 1872 and republished in four 


editions up to 1874. It then was allowed to 


go out of print as Mr. King desired to make 
certain emendations in the text.

Handy Andy’; many plays which had 
great popularity; a respectable volume of 
verse outside of that which is to be found 
scattered through his novels, a book of Irish 
legends, and one of short stories. He was 
besides all this a miniature painter of the 
first class, an etcher, and caricaturist of bit- 
ing wit, and an excellent public entertainer, 
as some still alive in America can testify to. 
His youth was spent among the peasants of 
Wicklow, and from those humble people, who 
loved him for his gentleness, he gained much 
of that wealth of stories and legends which 
afterwards made him famous. For many 
years after he reached maturity, however, it 
took incessant work with his brush to enable 
him to gratify his desire towards literature, 
and it was not until he had completed mas- 
terly portraits of Paganini, Brougham, Wel- 
lesley, and Leicester, with great success in 
London, that he was able to obtain recogni- 
tion in the other path of art. 

His work wears well. The novels are as 
enjoyable today as when they were written; 
his verse has the lilt which will make some 
of it.immortal. Imperturbable good nature 
pervades everything he wrote. It is the in- 
extinguishable spirit of the Hibernian, who 
makes best of all that comes his way, 
and who-is forgiven even when he cracks a 
head.

Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
40 cars; corn, 175 cars; oats, 65 cars; 8 
35,000. 

“There is a remarkably urgent demand 
from the east for prompt shipment,” said 
R. D. Richardson. In the expectation of 
a free movement early in the west and much 
lower prices eastern stocks, particularly in 
New England, were allowed to run low. We 
have had orders to rush a certain number 
of ears daily regardless of price and have 
been bid ½e premium for transit stuff over 
prompt loading, 4c premium for three days 
shipment over five days shipment, and Ic 
premium for five days shipment over ten 
days ahtpment.“ 

There were sales of new No. 3 yellow corn 
reg apd at 60c f. o. b. Boston, or about he 

There is no trouble buying corn in the 
country.“ said Joseph P. Griffin of the Glu- 
cose company, but every sort of trouble 
getting cars to move stuff. Thecar situation 
never was so bad. There is not a road in the 
west that can furnish cars enough to move 
the grain offering. We are getting about 
twenty cars daily from Kansas City, where 
we ought to be getting 100.“ 

As a result of the cold snap and in spite of 
the unsettled weather following it corn is 
coming in better condition. A good deal of 
the No. 3 corn just misses grading No. 2, and 
the proportion of No. 3 corn is larger and of 
No 4 smaller. On the other hand, some of 
the contract corn turned out of drying houses 
is said to miss the grade after a few damp 
days in store when shipped out. 

‘J believe we are going to see higher prices 
on coarse grains,“ said D. S. Lasier. ‘‘ It 
is impossible to get corn and oats enough 
to supply the eastern demand. The move- 
ment shows the government report of a 
980,000,000 bu oats crop is rot. The receipts 
are no larger than they ought to be for a 
600,000,000 bu crop.“ 

The Cleage blind pool campaigmin Decem- 
ber corn is a popular one in the southwest. 
A traveling man just returned from that 
section said: In every town there Cleage 
has followers, who have clubbed together 
and forwarded their contributions to the

Reports about frost in southern Russia 
confirmed, but it is difficult to ascertain 
Whether the frost has done any serious 
| damage or not.“ Broomhall cabled that it 
‘was snowing in southern Russia. 

A Paris correspondent of the Alton Grain 
company, writing under date of Nov. 27, 
eaid: “ According to the official government 
report, France has raised. 125,000,000 hecto- 
liters of wheat, which is exactly the quantity 
required for our néeds, and the last year 


ended with insignificant consumptive stocks. 


The harvest was made in bad condition, 
abundant and uninterrupted raine during 
August, and the wheat was put in store in 
a wet condition, especially in the northern 
and eastern departments, which principally 
supply the Paris markets. For this reason 
our stocks here remain small, both of wheat 
and flour. The greatest part of the wheat 
brought in is rejected.“ 

Prices in France are much under the level 
of foreign wheat. Farmers are offcring 
searcely, as they know millers need their 
wheat and cannot find supplies abroad. 
Stocks in Paris this date are 110,000 bu wheat 
and 16,000 bris flour—certainly small.

Pollution ot Lake Water 
by Next Spring. 


Be Built for Thirty-ninth 
Street Tunnel. 


Plans whereby the lake south of the river 
may be freed almost immediately from all 
sewage pollution, the Thirty-ninth street 
sewer being practically completed, were 
taken up by Controller MeGena and Com- 
missioner Blocki yesterday. 

The commissioner suggested that all 
sewers naturally tributary to the big tunnel 
under Thirty-ninth street and the lake shore 
south from that point to Sixtieth street be 
connected with it, and the temporary pump- 
ing station at the river and Thirty-ninth 
street removed to the lake shore. Flushing 
water could then be taken in from the lake. 
The council probably will be asked to pro- 
vide the money, and Mr. Blocki hopes to 
purify the lake water by next spring. 


Tunnel Shields Meet Exactly. 


The shields in the Thirty-ninth street tun- 
nel at Vincennes avenue met yesterday, the 
‘twenty-four foot cutting edges of each touch- 
ing the other without the variation of a hair's 
breadth. This morning a flashlight picture 
of the interior of the tunnel, showing the 
Whields at contact, will be taken for use in 
Mr. Blockt's report of the completion of the 


eewer. 

The shields met at 2:35 p. m. and the city 
hall was at once notified by telephone. The 
rime of steel, after the interior timbers have 
been removed, will be left in the ground. 
Brick will be laid to fill up the interval. 
There are five courses of bricks, making a 
thickness of twenty-one inches In the twenty 
foot sewer, and outside of that is a lining 
of oak beams eight inches thick, which will 
remain. The length of the conduit between 
the lake shore and the Halsted street slip 
is 12,500 feet. Work, which began under the 
Btar Construction company four years ago, 
was interrupted by the failure of that com- 
pany, and the Agnew company succeeded 
to the task. 

Hope in Star Company Bond. BS

“We are getting to the point where we 
will have to go after the National Surety 
company, which is on the Star company’s 
bond,“ Mr. Blocki aid.
